Auditor Cor-
tell holds that all expenditures of the state
money must be provided for lo the general |
appropeintion bl When the vouchers for
salnry of the employes are presented pay-
ment will be pestponed until an opinion
on the subject muy be secured from the
attarney general, It 18 possible that none

Lincoln Locnl Noves,

A rough estimate of the probable cost of
malntalring the clty government for the
next flscal year hns been prepared by Coun-
cllman Webster of the finance committee
cf the city counecll. The assessed valuation
of taxable property within the municipal
limits is $4,500,000, slightly less than last
year, The appropriations necessary for the
different funds will amount to $165.,000, all
of which must be raised by tax levy, ex-
elusive of the money derived from other
sources. A ten-mill levy will Lbe made for
the general fimd. The Interest and coupon
fund will require only $3,087, or $1,000 less
than Iast year., To eatisfy the judgments
now outstanding agalnst the clty an appro-
priation of nearly $7.000 will be necessary.
For maintalming the clty library the council
will make a levy of ope mlll, amounting to
$4.300, The water department is self-sup-
porting, but for repalrs and extensions the
councll will approprinte $8,720. The pollce
dopartment is maintained at a ecost of
glightly over $20,000 a year.
